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DETAILED ACTION 


1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5 and 14-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Batcheller. Batcheller teaches the claimed invention including upper handle 47, lower 
handle 43, upper jaw 45, lower jaw 42, an adjustable ram 35, a inherent Wrench 
(adjustable means) to adjust the ram 34 (not pictured), and a lock nut 53. 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 6-13 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Batcheller alone or further in view of Klein. Batcheller teaches the use of a single ram 
with an adjustable ram to be old by use of a threaded shaft 35 and locknut 53 and 
opposed by a lower depression in the lower arm. Hence Batcheller teaches the claimed 
invention excepting the use of two adjustable rams and opposing lower depressions to 
make a pair of dimples in the tubular member. To have multiplied the effect of 
Batcheller to what ever number desired and possible would have been an obvious 
choice of tool design rendering no new or unobvious result. Moreover, Klein teaches 
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the use of double rams or dimplers in a plier like tool 48 and 51 for forming a pair of 
dimples in a tubular member .12. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time of the invention to have multiplied the adjustable rams as desired 
when taken in view of Klein which teaches such a doubling of rams to be old and well 
known.
